El Paso, Tex., July 6.—El Paso today 
paid a silent tribute to nine flag covere2 
coffins containing the bodies of nine 
American soldiers who gave their lives 
for their country at Carrizal. 

Exhumed from a single grave .in an 
irrigation ditch onthe battlefield, into 
which they had been thrown, stripped of 
their clothing, the bodies were broucht 
to the border by a party of American 
undertakers. 

Only a small crowd was at the Amer- 
ican station to meet the train, it having 
brought the bodies back home earlier 
than had been expected. 

From the time the death train crossed 
the Rio Grande the spirit of mourning 
seemed to pervade theair. Flags on most 
of the public buildings fluttered at ba:f 
mast. Motorists muffled theif engines as 
if to respect the dead.

The fate of the faurteen American sol- 
diers missing from the Carrizal fight is 
a mystery here. It is believed their 
bodies were either cremated by the Car- 
rancistas or were left lying in the desert, 
the prey of wolves.

Creation of Third Division and 
Mexico Troop Movements 
Hint All Is Not Calm, 


BY WALTER NOBLE BURNS 

Brownsville, Tex., July 6.—A third divi- 
sion of national guard troops will be 
mobilized along this part of the Rio 
Grande border. . 

This announcement was made today by 
Gen. James Parker, commandant of the 
Brownsville district, with headquarters at 
Fort Brown. 

What troops will compose the new di- 
vision has not been given out. Troops 
of the Indiana and Nebraska National 
guards, however, will form a large part. 

There are two divisions already in this 
district. One consists of about 18,000 men 
(so far) under Gen.*Parker. The other is 
composed of the New York militia under 
Maj. Gen. John F. O’Ryan and numbers 
21,000 men, distributed at McAllen, Pharr, 
and Mission. 


May Assign Major General. 
Gen. Parker, who is a brigadier, is al- 
ready in command of a division. Though 
Gen. O’Ryan ranks him, he is a militia 
major general and no one thinks for a 


moment that the troops in this part of the | 


country will be concentrated under the 
command of Gen. O’Ryan in case of war 
with Mexico. Military gossip has it that 
a major general of the regular army may 
be sent here to command the three divi- 
sions. That would seem to be a logical 
solution of the problem. 

“If a new division is. sent to this por- 
tiom of the border,’’ sai@ Gen. Parker to- 
day, “it will be mobilized a hundred 
miles or so up the Rio Grande valley, 
possibly near Mercedes. I think there 
are as many troops in Brownsville and 
the immediate vicinity as can be taken

“MILLION LOSS 


Two Day Hurricane Ravages 


Coast from Mississippi to 
Florida—Dead at Beloit, 


New Orleans, La., July 6.—Loas of at 


least seventeen lives and property dam- 
ages which may total several millions of 
dollars resulted from the tropical storm 
which swept the east gulf coast Wednes- 
day and turned inland today. 


All the deaths reported up to late to- 


night occurred near Beloit, Ala., where 
seventeen Negroes lost their lives. Sev- 
eral resorts along the coast in the vicin- 
ity of Mobile had not been heard from. 


There was no loss of life in either Mo- 


bile or Pensacola, the largest cities in the 
storm’s path, according to messengers 
from those places, which still were cut 
off from direct wire communication. 


Mobile Suffers Heavy Loss, 
Property damage in Mobile was reported 


to be around $1,000,000. The business 
section of the city was flooded and many 
bulldings were demolished or unroofed. 


Damage in Pensacola was said to have 
been confined largely to the water front 
and shipping. Only the most meager 
reports were obtainable from that place. 
The maximum wind velocity was reported 
at 104 miles an hour. 

Laurel, Miss., reported property loss of 
$200,000. Jackson and Meridian reported 
considerable damage to crop and farm 
buildings. Reports from Gulfport, Bilox!, 


told of little damage. 

Crops suffered throughout the storm 
area. 

Traffic between New Orleans and Mo- 
bile and Pensacola over the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad was partly re- 
sumed tonight. But one Louisville ahd 
Nashville passenger train was reported 
marooned between New Orleans and Mo- 
bile. 

The wire prostration extends through- 
out southwest Alabama and Mississippi 
as well as part of Fiorida. 


Second Day Storm. 

The storm tonight was central over 
Vicksburg, Miss., but was rapidly dimin- 
ishing.

Wilkerson, chief of counsel 
for Orpet, put four men on the stand to 
teli the Jury something about the cyanide 
ghich Edward Orpet, the accused boy's 
father, kept in a greenhouse for use on 
| the McCormick estate. Three of tht four 
were expert chemists; the fourth a drug 


salesman. 


The state has laid emphasis repeatedly 
on this “Orpet cyanide.’ Will Orpet slept 
in the garase, near the greenhouse, the 
night before he met Marion Lambert. He 
had free access to the poison. 
Marion's death the boy's father removed 


all of it and threw it on an ash heap. 


That Will made a solution of this cyan- 
ide and used it to bring about Marion’s 


death has been implied repeatedly. 
Not Potassium Cyanide. 


But the three experts and the drug 
salesman calmly testified to a surpr’sing 
thing. With the utmost unanimity they 
declared that the substance in the Orpet 
greenhouse was not potassium.cyanide at 
all, but sodium cyanide. 
sium cyanide that killed Marion i.am- 


bert. 


The unexpected testimony cut two 
ways. It appeared to demolish, once and 
for all, the possibility that Will Orpet 
committed the murder with his father’s 
poison, for no sodium cyanide was re- 
ported when the contents of the dead 
girl's stomach were analyzed. And itat- 
tacked the authority of Dr. 
Webster's crucial testimony for the state, 
for he had declared under oath that the 
substance in the Orpet greenhouse was 


“ 49 per cent potassium cyanide.”’ 
, Weaker than Potassium. 


To be sure, sodium cyanide is a poison, 
and Marion Lambert might have ewal- 
lowed it. Moreover, it usually contains 
an extremely small amount of » potas- 
sium. So, just to show what would 
have happened in that case, Mr. 
kerson asked Carl S. Miner, proprietor 
of the Miner laboratories, how much 
the girl would have had to swallow in 
solid form to produce the 3.99 grains of 
_ poison found in her stomach.

Reveals Trade Secret. 

Hevoner said he had sold the elder 
Orpet the sodium cyanide. Then he re- 
vealed a-trade secret. In the ten years 
that he has been connected with the firm, 
he declared, le has never seen an ounce 
of potassium cyanide on the shelves of 
the company’s building. 

Customers who ask for potassium cyan- 
ide receive sodium cyanide, and it an- 
swers their purposes perfectly. At no 
drug store in the middle west, so far as 
Mr. Hevoner knew, is potassium cyanide 
to be obtained. ; 

In other words, Orpet, if he had asked 
for potassium cyanide at any drug store, 
would have stood ag extremely slim 
chance of getting it. The testimony nar- 
rowed the probabilities\ sharply. to the 
defense’s' contention that the poison 
which killed Marion Lambert must have 
been the powerfully pure cyanide which

) she might have obtained in the laboratory 


of the Deerfield high school, where she 
was a chemistry student. 

- Testimony has been pffered that she 
was surprised alone in the laboratory the 
day before she died. 


Noticed Odor of Cyanide. 

The first to take the stand in the after 
noon wag Coroner’s Chemist William D. 
McNally, who had appeared before as a 
witness for the state. He repeated under 
oath his assertion that he had detected 
an odor of cyanide in the three spots on 
Marion's coat four months affer she died. 

He strengthened the defense's implica- 
tion that the spots were applied long aft- 
erward, by declaring they could not po 
sibly have been on the coat more thap 
eight weeks before he saw them. 

Every sentence of his testimony was 
given in the face of a volley of objection* 
from the lawyers for the state, but when 
he was through he was allowed to leave 
the stand without a word of cross-exam!- 
nation. 


Other Expert Witnesses. 

The other witnesses of the day were 
Dr. William O. Krohn, the alienist, and 
Dr. John A. Wesener, the toxicologist, 
who completed his testimony of the day 
before.

Mr. Potter demanded that the books 
referred to by the state be produced, but 
the point was not settled. Mr. Wilkerson 
submitted that when the witness was 
through he should be allowed to leave.

Mr. Wilkerson then questioned Dr.

DR. KROHN ON STAND. 


Dr. Krohn was caled and said that, in 
his various capacities, he had observed 
between 18,500 and 19,000 cases of nervous 
and mental diseases. On these and the 
difference between nervous and mental 
diseases Dr. Krohn expatiated at some 
length. 

MR. WILKERSON—Is there a mental 
disease known as hysteria? A.—There is. 
It is a disease of the imagination and will 
in which morbid ideas control the action 
of the body and the action of the mind. 
It:is a functional disease. There is no 
change in the tissues, but there is a 
change in the action of the nerves. It is 
simply a disease of the imagination and 
the will. For example, we have the 
hysterical loss of the voice, in which 
there is nothing whatever wrong with the 
vocal organs. 

Q.—Is there any relation 


between 
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hysteria and an inclination toward sui- 
cide? <A.—Yes. The hysterical person 
is ene who at one time is'on the creat of 
the wave—exuberant antl gay—at an- 
other depressed. During their morose 
moments such persons show a strong 
tendency toward suicide. 


Reads Long Question. 

Mr. Wilkerson then read the longest 
hypothetical question of the trial, re- 
hearsing the whole history of Marion 
Lambert's death, as far as it is khown. 
The jurors leaned forward intently, for 
it was the entire drama in tabloid form. 

The question dwelt at length on the fn- 
cident of Marion’s belng found uncon- 
scious in bed, her apparent gayety and 
high spirits, her ‘ suicide note" to Ir- 
vin Claw, her remark to Dorothy Ma- 
son on being told of Will's engagement, 
that “sometimes she thought life was 
not worth living,’’ Josephine Davis’ let- 
ter to Orpet referring to the “ blow,”’ 
the birthday party at which Marion 
cried and threatened to kill herself, Jack 
Vercoe’s finding Marion in the high 
school laboratory the day before she 
died, her letter to her Sunday school 
teacher saying she had not been happy 
and was ‘a little queer anyway,” and 
many other incidents. 

Q.—On those assumed facts, doctor, 
have you an opinion as to the condition 
of that young woman's mind as regards 
hysteria? A.—I have. 

Q.—What is it? A.—In my opinion the 
mind of that young woman showed cer- 
tain definite marked characteristics of 
hysteria—certain mental stigmata of the 
disease [ have described. 


Tendency Toward Suicide. 

Q.—Are there indications of an inclina- 
tion toward self-destruction? A.—In my 
opinion the subject of the hypothetical 
question had a tendency toward self-de- 
struction. 

“ Will you explain?’ continued the law- 
yer. 

“In hysteria,’ replied the witness, 
“the belief in a condition of pregnancy 
without a physical basis—the persistence 
of this morbid idea in spite of all argu- 
ments—shows distinctly the hysterical 
type where one is overwhelmed, guided, 
and influenced by a morbid idea. A per- 
son who is suffering from the disease, 
hysteria, when in the depressed mental 
state will have a more marked Inclination 
toward suicide than a normal individual.

Mr. Wilkerson asked permission to 
withdraw Dr. Krohn temporarily in pr- 
der to call “a witness who has been sub- 
peenaed in another court.” This was Mr. 
McNally. 

The state objected to the interruption 
of Dr. Krohn’s testimony, but the objec- 
tion. was overruled, and Mr. McNally took 
the stand, giving first a detailed explana- 
tion of the specific test for potassium.

I have 
been able to detect its presence by chem, 
ical means after two weeks, ; 

Q.—Have you made similat experi- 
ments to detect how long the odor wil.

A.—I was able to detect the odor for 
three weeks. After three weeks I was 
still able to obtain tests for cyanide chem- 
ically.

Will Not Penetrate Fabric. 

Q.—Doctor, can you state from your ex- 
perience or knowledge what the effect 
| will be when drops of a concentrated so- 
lution of potassium cyanide are dropped 
on a woolen fabric, such as the cloth of 
this coat? A.—The drops will not stick 
to the fabric nor penetrate it. An illus- 
tration of this may be provided by plac- 
ing a needle carefully on the surface of 
a giass of water. The surface tension is 
such that it will not sink. The tension in 
a drop of the solution is similar. 

Q.—In your opinion, would potassium 
cyanide deliquesce to such an extent as

and slow, uncertain and improbable processes of 
Mexican thought. If that be the intent the nationad 
guard is its best instrument. 

That is one consideration. Another is that the 
gathering on the border and in Mexico represents 
our complete available army. This is the oppor- 
tunity to discover what it lacks in equipment and 
training and so far as possible to remedy these de- 
fects. They will not be discovered until there is 
occasion for using the army, and it is our great 
00d luck to be able to discover them without war 
instead of having to find them out in great and 
dangerous emergency. | 

We know it is an injustice to keep these citizens 
sweltering down in Texas, but they represent the 
total of the American reserve army, and until we 
change our system they are the men we shall have 
to rely upon. Therefore the injustice must be in- 
tensified and they must be made more fit and more 
ready for the work they may some day have to. do. 
It certainly is a rotten and indefensible system 
which takes these men away from their families and 
their civil life, injures their prospects in life, and 
puts them to discomforts that the rest of a fat, 
serene nation enjoys. - 

But what are you going to do about it? They 
are all you have and you insist that the foolish, 
unjust volunteer system is wise and just. So long 
as you insist upon that you might as well make up 
your mind to go the whole distance in foolishness 
and injustice and make these men fit to do the work 
which you are content that they should do for the 
nation. 

In Texas just now they have the best chance to 
learn the nature of their work that they ever have 
had. If they ever have to do the work it would be 
better and safer for them if they know how to do 
it They are now in the school of the soldier. They 
can be organized by divisions and given real train- 
ing and maneuvers. Without disrespect for Texas, 
it is likely that a better climate could be found for 
80 many men from the north, but the time and the 
place are found in Texas and they ought to be used. 


ONE TOWN REFUSES ITS PORK. 

Congressman Clark of Florida, the frankest of 
all pork barrel advocates, threatens a characteristic 
revenge upon Ripon, the Wisconsin city which re- 


cently petitioned congress to strike out of the ap-- 
propriations bill the sum of $75,000 which its rep- | 


resentative had secured for a piiblic building for 
that place. The citizens decided that in the present 
emergency the money could be better spent than in 
erecting a structure not needed. It was suggested 
that the sum should be devoted to military pre- 
paredness. ; 

It was not to be expected that this unique evi- 
dence of patriotism would stir in the porcine breast 
of Mr. Clark anything but feelings of righteous 
anger, and he has announced that not only will 
Ripon be taken off the appropriation list, but that 
he will see that the money is not disposed of as 
suggested. ' 

The action of the Wisconsin city was at once a 
rebuke to its congressman who sought personal ad- 
vantage at public expense, and a shining example 
to a hundred other towns which have profited 
through the erection of needless federal buildings. 
That rebuke and example will both be disregarded, 
there is no doubt, but just the same Ripon’s action 
will stand forth as a‘good deed in a naughty world. 

It stamps the citizens of the Wisconsin town as 
public: spirited men in contrast with the gorzged 
feeders at the federal trough. It is another Wis- 


consin idea worthy of imitation, although those who |

But 
if such a device is accepted as an excuse for failure 
to defend Americans legitimately in Mexico and to 
enforce their security and property rights as other 
governments in similar circumstances would support 
their own nationals, we shall set out upon a course 
which will compromise our future as a self-respect- 
ing and respected people. 

Americans in Mexico were there under Mexican 
‘laws. Some were poor, some well to do, some 
*epresenting wealthy interests at home. Any one 
acquainted with Mexican conditions, which Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Bryan refused to be, realized that 
essentially the same process was going on in Mexico 
as in the United States—namely: development 
through private capital, Mexico cannot develop 
otherwise. Either it will be our enterprise and 
capital principally or that of other countries. In 
this process evils exist, as at home. As at home, 
the good is very much greater than the evil. If Mr. 
Wilson is opposed to the development of a country 
by private capital, let him announce himself as its 
enemy at home as in Mexico. If property rights 
under the law of the land are worthy of his respect 
here, they are in Mexico. If foreign capital in Haitt, 
Santo Domingo, Nicaragua is worthy of our protec- 
tion, it is in Mexico. » If the lives of American cit- 
izens in Mexico are not worthy of our defense, they 
are not elsewhere. ¢ 


A SHABBY EXHIBITION. 


Senator La Follette has made a bitter and unjust 
assault upon the Dunne waterway project. which he 
describes as “ the scheme by which the state of IIli- 
nois. and the powerful manufactiring interests 
within the state, are seeking to develop profitable 
waterpowers at the expense of the commerce of the 
lake.” ‘ 

Now, whether this is an expression of ignorance 
or an outflow of chronic bile, it is discreditable to a 
senator who has aspired to a place of leadership 
among reformers. The allegation is grossly unjust 
to a project which has been an object of public in- 
terest and fullest discussion in its various forms for 
virtually a generation. When La Follette makes 
his charge on the floor of the senate he indicts the 
intelligence or public honesty of the people of 
Illinois. : 

The Dunne waterway is a genuine and well con- 
sidered waterway project. That it provides for 
waterpower development is simply common sense 
and public economy. It is a conservation project 
in the best sense, for it provides for the full develop- 
ment and use of a natural resource and protects 
public interest in so doing. It asks no pork from 
the national barrel. Illinois will pay for the im- 
provement, although, as we believe, its benefits will 
be felt far outside of our state boundaries. 

The attempt to cut down the flow through the 
sanitary canal is the fruit of spleen and local jeal- 
ousy, not statesmanship. ‘The injuries to lake ship- 
ping which La Follette charges never have been 
proved to the satisfaction of the unprejudiced mind, 
we are confident, and cannot be. The Dunne plan 
will utilize, not alter, present flow. Chicago, the sec- 
ond city of the country, and its environs have spent 
seventy-five millions on the sanitary system which 
the national government has permitted and thus in- 
ferentially approved. It is rather late to demand 
its destruction. And it is rather inconsistent with 
La Follette’s claims to be a conservationist to find 
him obstructing a project for developing this re- 
source scientifically and without demonstrable in- 


jury to any other community.

He has migraine. The headaches of 
childhood are migrainous, practically all 
of them, 

A young woman has periodic headaches. 
Upon inquiry it is found that headaches 
Her mother had sick 
headaches until she was 50 years of age. 
Her uncles and aunts were subject to 
headaches. It was in the family of the 
grandparents. 

This young woman's headaches are 
probably due to migraine. Migraine runs 
in the stock. It is a form, and the only

A woman in the prime of life is subject 
to sick headaches. About every so often 
she must go to bed fora headache. The 
headache is likely to last three days.

ORD BRABOURNE, who arrived in 
New York on Monday last from 
Liverpool, is a member of the Eng- 
lish bar, who succeeded to the peer- 
age originally bestowed on his 
father in 1880 through the death of his 
nephew, the second baron, killed a little 
over a year ago, as a captain of the 
Grenadier guards, in the bloody battle of 
Neuve Chapelle. The present Lord Bra- 
bourne is some 50 years of age, sits on the 
Liberal side of the house in the upper 
chamber of the imperial legislature at 
Westminster, and is married to an Aus- 
trian, daughter of the late Hermann von 
Flesch of Vienna, through whom he has 
several relatives tn ‘1e United States, 
among them George von Utassy of Cedar- 
hurst, L. I. 

There are no estates that go with the 
peerage. But Lord Brabourne, wha has 
an only son of the name of Michael, now 
serving as a lieutenant of the royal artil-- 
lery at the front in France, is next heir 
to the ancient baronetcy and to the an- 
cestral lands of the septuagenarian and 
childless chief of his family, Sir Wynd- 
ham Knatchbull.

The country seat of Sir Wyndham, and 
to which Lord Brabourne eventually will 
succeed, is a beautiful old place known 
as Mersham Hatch, near Ashford, in 
Kent, which has been in the undisturbed 
possession of the Knatchbulls ever since 
the commencement of the reign of Henry 
VII. Previous to that time they had lived 
for several hundred years at Leinne, in 
the same county, figuring as land owners 
of the district in Doomsday Book. 

Lord Brabourne’s father, the first peer, 
was a younger son of the ninth baronet 
and was raised to the peerage in recog- 
nition of his services as a lord of the 
treasury and as under secretary of state 
of the home department and of the col- 
onies. While he achieved some fame 
as a statesman he attained still more 
celebrity as the author of children’s 
books, and it is probable that there has 
been no English writer who has been 
more successful in combining the quaint 
imagination of folklore with the delicate 
humorous sentiment of which Hans An- 
dersen was such a master, as the first 
Lord Brabourne. His stories fully satisfy 
the exacting test that is applied to litera- 
ture of this kind. One of the best known 
of his books, which he wrote in conjunc- 
tion with his talented daughter, Eva, 
now Countess of Mexborough, bears the 
title of “‘ Friends and Foes from Fairy- 
land,” and has rendered his name a 
household word in every English speak- 
ing family.

Every American who has been pre- 
sented at the court of the kaiser will re- 
call the picturesque and stately figure of 
old Count Ladislas Szoegyeny-Marich, 
who, from the end of 1891 until the be- 
ginning of 1914, represented Austria-

in Hungary, where his family has been 
established for many hundreds of years. 
The count will be especially remem- 
bered as the mose intimate personal 
friend and confidant of Crown. Prince 
Rudolf of Austria, as well as the executor 
of his will. It was to him, too, that the 
ill fated archduke addressed one of the 
four letters which he wrote at Meyerling 
on the night of his death, and which were 
found on the following morning on the 
table beside his corpse.

The letter to Szoegyeny, who was at the 
time chief of one of the divisions of the 
department of foreign affairs and under 
secretary of state, contained ‘directions 
with regard to the disposition of certain 
confidential documents and as to the 
examination of all his letters, papers, 
correspondence, and diaries, with au- 
thority to destroy or preserve, as he saw 
fit. 

This gave Szoegyeny an altogether ex- 
ceptional position with the reigning 
house. But as his presence invariably 
recalled to the old emperor memories of 
his only son and of the latter's tragic 
death, Szoegyeny, after declining Kel- 
man Tisza‘'s offer of the post of minister 
of the Interior in the Hungarian cabinet, 
accepted that of the ambassadorship at 
Berlin, where he contributed in no small 
measure to the eementing of that alliance 
between Germany and Austria which has 
found its culminating expression in the 
present war. 

Before joining the department of for- 
eign affairs at Vienna he had been a 
member of the Magyar parliament at 
Budapest, and as chairman of the legis- 
lative committee on foreign affairs de- 
veloped such skill in dealing with inter- 
national matters that he was invited to 
join the department of foreign affairs at 
Vienna. 

His family is a very ancient one and his 
father was one of the leading dignitaries 
of the Hungarian kingdom up to the time 
of his death, being first standard bearer 


of the Golden Fleece and raised to the 
dignity of count some time before his 
retirement, he leaves a large family of 
children who are almost as much at 
home at Berlin as they are at Vienna or 
Budapest.

His 
only daughter, Lady Mabel Palmer, ts 
wife of Earl Grey’s eldest son and heir,

WHO DISCOVERED THE WILD 
TURKEY? 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., July 4.—[Edftor of 
The ‘Tribune. ]—In the interest of historic 
accurecy and the credit of American 
cookery, allow me to demur to the im- 
plication in an editorial, “‘A Pioneer of 
American Gastronomy.’ Americans who 
are familiar with and take some pride 
in the culinary traditions of their coun- 
try will be inclined to smile at the claim 
that we owe the gastronomic preéminence 
of the turkey, oyster, and the terrapin 
to the activities of some French chef who 
spent two years in this country a century 
or 80 ago. 

The idea that this Frenchman “ dis- 
covered ” the wild turkey in Connecticut 
will be especially amusing to those of us 
of Yankee breeding who know that the 
deliciousness of the wild turkey was fa- 
miliar to the very earliest settlers of New 
England, and that this glorious bird was 
served up with sage or chestnut “ stuff- 
in’” on Thanksgiving day by our great- 
est great-grandmothers for at least a 
century and a half before the advent of 
this Gallic gourmet; also, if he or any 
other foreign cooking expert has anything 
on our foremothers of New England or 
Pennsylvania in the matter of cookinga 
turkey, I for one would like to have the 
specifications. 

Nor are his claims as to the oyster or 
the terrapin any more valid. For atleast 
two centuries the “ole mammies” of 
Maryland am Virginia have been past 
mistresses in the art of serving terrapin. 
oysters, canvasbacks, woodcock, shad 
and other dainties of the Old Dominio 
shores, in a style to make their fame se- 
cure against the forays of any foreign 
chef, with his sauces of mushroom or 
garlic, 

Our French brethren know a lot of 
wrinkles about cooking frogs and mush- 
rooms and goose livers and the like. but 
their claim of preéminence, not to men- 
tion priority, as “ discoverers " of such 
traditional American dishes as the tur- 
key and the oyster and the terrapin are 
simply absurd.

Vice Admira)] Beatty altered his course 
to the northward to lead the Germans 
toward the Britich battle fleet. The sec- 
ond light cruiser. squadron closed to 
13,000 yards of the German battle fleet 
and came under heavy but ineffective 
fire. The fifth battle squadron engaged 
the German battle cruisers with all guns 
and about 5 o’clock came under the fire 
of the leading ships of the German bat- 
tle fidet. The weather became unfavor- 
able, Vice Admiral Beatty's ships being 
silhouetted against a clear horizon to 
the Germans, whose ships were mostly 
obscured by mist. 

Between 5 and 6 o'clock the action con- 
tinued at 14,000 yards on a no 
course, the German ships receiving very 
severe punishment, one battle cruiser 
quitting the line considerably damaged. 
At 5:56 o'clock the leading ships of 
the British battle fleet were sighted 
bearing north, distant five miles.

Jellicoe Takes Up Story. 

Vice Admiral Jellicoe then takes up the 
story of the battle fleet. Informed that 
the Germans were sighted, the fieet pro- 
ceeded at full speed on a southeast by 
south course during two hours before 
arriving on tlie ecene of battle. The. 
steaming qualities of the older ships were 
severely tested. When the battle fleet

The “Defente” Surprised. 

Vice Admiral Jellicoe considered it 
prebable that Sir Robert K. Arbuthnot, 
the rear admiral, who was lost on board 
the Defence, was not aware during the 
engagement with the German light crui- 
sers of the approach of their heavy ships 
owing to the mist, until he found him- 
self in close proximity to the main Ger-: 
man fleet. Before he could withdraw, 
his ships were caught under a heavy fire 
and disabled. When the Black Pnnce 
of the same squadron was sunk was pot 
known, but a wireless signal wae re- 
celved from it between 8 and 9 o'clock. 

The third battie cruiser squadron, un- 
der Kear Admiral Horace Alexander 
Hood, was in advance of the battle fleet 
and ordered to reinforce Vice Admural 
Beatty. While en route the Chester, 
Capt. Lawsén, cngazed three or foul 
Gefman light cruisers for twenty m.n- 
utes. Despite many casualties, itssteam- | 
ing’ qualities were unimpaired. 


Praises Admiral Hood. 

Describing the work of the taird squad- 
ron, Vice Admiral Beatty said Rear Ad- 
miral Hood brought it into action ahead 
of the Lion “ in the most inspiring man- 
ner, worthy of his great naval ancestors,” 

The action between the battle fleets 
lasted intermittently from 6:17 to 8:20 
o'clock at ranges between 9,000 and 12,000 
yards. : 

Vice Admiral Jellicoe says: 


‘During the somewhat brief periods | 


that the ships of the high sea fleet were 
visible through the mist a heavy and 
effective fire kept up by the battleships 
and battle cruisers of the grand fleet 
caused me much satisfaction. The ene-

HOW DOES MUSIC 
SMELL TO YOU?

Nose, Not Ears, Now the Proper 
Organ to Use When 
at Concerts, 


** Music hath charms to sooth the sense 
of smell.’’ 

This is the assertion of Robert W. Ste- 
vens, director of music at the University 
of Chicago, who spoke yesterday betore 
students on the campus. A series of ex- 
periments and a year of observation have 
proved to Mr. Stevens that music appeals 
to the nasal rather than to the aud.tory 
nerves. 

The Sousa march, according to Mr. Ste- 
vens, has a piercing, sharp odor; “ Car- 
men” music is designated as “‘ invigorat- 
ing "’; “‘ Thais” is like the scent of per- 
fume, and ‘‘ Sampson” smells to Mr. 
Stevens like onions. 


Smells Ragtime. 

“ Have you ever noticed a dog listening 
to a hand organ?’ asked Mr. Stevens. 
“The animal sits alert, raises itself on 
its haunches and proceeds to sniff briskly 
and incessantly. Singers refuse to have 
flowers in their rooms because the frag- 
rance interferes with their musical appre- 
ciation. The sense of smell in such cases 
is aroused by psychological suggestion. 
My own experience has shown me that 
pianists have strange sensations in their 
nasal passages during the performance of 
certain compositions.” 


What Spring Does. 

“Prof. Ward, dean of medicine at the 
University of Illinois, has agreed with 
me as to the psychological effect of music 
upon the olfactory organs. ’ 

“Mme. Albertina, premier danseuse of 
the Chicago Opera company, has told me 
that her nostrils tingle under the stim- 
ulation of certain melodies. 

“The fragrance of spring reacts upon 
our vocal chords, causing us to sing; this 
process is reversed with music.”

FIND ONE DEAD 


FROM INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS HERE 


Five More Known Cases in the 
City and Two Others 
~ Suspected. 


HEALTH OFFICERS AT WORK. 


Death has resulted In one Chicago case 
of infantile paralysis. five casés have 
been reported, and two suspected cases 
are under observation. according to the | 
report of Dr. C. St. Clair Drake, secre- 
‘tary of the Illinois state board of health, 
yesterday. 

Charles Wens, 8 years old, died at 
2018 North Sawyer avenue. This is re- 
ported as the tenth Chicago death this 
year from infantile paralysis. The case 
was reported by Dr. Frank E. Gearon. 
A physician was dispatched by the 
health department to quarantine the 
premises. 


Four Cases in Standard. 
‘Four cases have been reported from 
Standard, II1.,’’ said Dr. Drake. ** These 
have been traced back to a case in 
Cherry. Our observation indicates that 
the Cherry case started with an infan- 
tile rheumatism, which is an abortive 


followed the trail to Streator, where 
there is a case under observation. One 
suspect is In Christopher and another 
in Gibson City. Health officers have 
been sent to those towns. 

“ Today in a conference with Dr. John 
Dill Robertson I have arranged for a 
coéperative scheme of inspection. The 
Chicago inspectors will report all cases 
to the state board for the information 
of towns to which cases are directed 
and the state board will report back 
any cases destined for Chicago.” 


Recommends Preventive Action. 

Dr. John D. Ellis, 922 Lakeside piace, 
a member of the Rush medical faculty, 
has advised the use of a mild disinfec- 
tant solution in families where there 
are children and especially the use of 
nasal douches and gargles. 

“Children should be kept from gath- 
erings,’’ said Dr. Ellis, ‘“‘as well as 
from other children who are in the least 
apt to offer contagion. 

“Eight years ago there was an epi- 
demic of the disease that began in the 
east and proceeded slowly over the con- 
tinent. It was two years before its ef- 
fect was felt in Portland, Ore. It can 
be combatted this time by extreme care 
in sanitation. The death percentage is 
something around 10 per cent. Those 
who survive usually are left with a de- 
formity.” 


174 NEW YORE VICTIMS. 

New York, July 6—[Special.]—The 
death toll of the infantile paralysis that 
is ravaging New York and its surround4- 
ing burroughs was an average of one 
death for every hour during the twenty- 
four ending at 10 o’clock this moraing. 
The total number of those who have died 
from the disease is now 174, while the 
known cases amount to 756. The health 
department was informed of 138 new 
cases, 

Brooklyn still holds the lamentable rec- 
ord of deaths and cases, not less than 
twenty-one of the twenty-four latest 
deaths having occurred in that borough. 

The oldest victim during the last twen- 
ty-four hours was a boy of 7. No adults 
or Negroes have died from the disease, 


McAdoo Offers U. 8S. Aid. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo of- 
fered to Mayor Mitchel today the aid of 
the United States public health service 
and the personal codperation of Surgeon 
General Rupert Blue, head of that bu- 
reau. 

The urgent need of nurses, inspectors, 
and orderlies the health department ex- 
pects to be able to meet, thanks to the $80,- 
000 appropriation of the city. Personal 
uncleanliness, the scattering of débris on 
fire escapes, and of waste paper in the 
houses are considered dangerous factors 
in the spread of the scourge, and every 
policeman in New York has special in- 
structions to combat these evils. —

Frock of Blue Spotted White Muslin.

HILE summer frocks possess 
many qualities {fn common yet

Bhe evolves. S&Smetimes the collar is the 
object of her attention, or again she may 
originate a sleeve that is characterized 
by an uncommon cuff. Indeed, there are 
myriad means of attaining this end, 
although sheer fabrics of the same weave 
and color are used. 

White mustin, which ts always more or 
less in evidence in surmmer days, is ehosen 
for the fashioning of the dress illustrated. 
This, however, is prettily enlivened with 
small blue coin spots. The full skirt is 
incircled with four frills bound with plain 
blue muslin. 

Several interesting features are re- 
vealed in the dainty bodice. Gathered 
softly about the figure, it is finished with 
a couple of frills that have escaped from 
the restraining influence of the girdle— 
made of rows of blue and white beads 


that are held in place by bead motifs 
spotted here and there. The bead trimmed 
and ribbon bound collar is ornamented

that keep the points of the collar in posi- 
tion.

Summer Care of Everblooming 
Roses. 


HOSE who grow the so-called ever 
blooming roses as bedders in su:n- 
mer must give them careful treat- 
ment in order to secure the most 
satisfactory results from them. 

It is assumed that 2 year old plants 
were set out in May. These, if given a 
good, rich soil, ought to have made con- 
siderable growth by this time, and as soon 
as growth becomes strong flowers ought 
to be produced. 

It is a peculiarity of these roses that 
flowers are produced only on new growth. 
Therefore, if you want plenty of bloom 
a treatment much be given that will keep 
the plants growing. 

This is done by manuring them so high- 
ly that constant development is encour- 
aged; also by pruning. Cut away the 
greater portion of each branch that has 
borne flowers as soon as all the buds on 
it have developed. Cut it back to some 
strong bud, near the main branch. This 
bud, under the, stimulation of rich food, 
will soon grow into a new branch and 
bear flowers. 


It will be undorelasé from what is said 
above that pruning must be resorted to 
throughout the season in order to keep 
the plant producing flowers. Do not give 
a general pruning of the entire plant, 
such as we give our shrubs in spring, and 
let that answer for the entire season, but 
a special pruning of each branch.

nure from the cow yard—so old that it is 
black and crumbles readily under pres- 
sure.

Planted in a soil of 
only ordinary richness, and given no at- 
tention in the way of pruning, many of 
them will give only one good crop of 
flowers and occasional ones thereafter.

If @fVen the «treatment they require 
they will be found more satisfactory as 
all summer bloomers than almost any 
other plant it is possible to grow in the 
garden. There is no flower quite equal 
to a fine rose, and among the classes 
mentioned we have some exquisitely 
beautiful varieties. 

How to care for these roses in fall is a 
question that is often asked. Left in the 
ground, they are almost sure to winter 
kill in spite of careful protection. 

I would advise taking them up, pack- 
ing them in boxes of dry sand, and put- 
ting them in a cool cellar, or burying 
them in a sandy place, two feet under- 
ground, with a covering that will make it

Because of its odd flavors, which must 
not be spoiled by too much cooking, it is 
best to cook it mostly before adding to it 
hot sugar for either jam or jelly. And, by 
the way, one of these flavors may become 
distinctly like the odor of a match if it ~ 
overcooked. 


Jam and Jelly “shacten. 

The old recipes prescribed long cook- 
ing, but the quick gas flame was not 
known when these were made. It is bet- 
ter to make the jam as quickly as pos- 
sible. It is hard to tip and tail these 
berries and not necessary, although the 
stems may be removed. Put to cookin 
about one-fourth water to each measure 
of fruit. As soon as fruit bursts in cook- 
ing, add the sugar a little atatime. That 
is, do not dump it into the cooking fruit. 
Stir all the time and when it sets put In 
jam pots or jelly glasses and when cool 
cover just as you do jelly. If this is to 
be eaten within a few months, as is 
best, sugar just to the agreeable point 
may be sufficient. It is a waste to use 
pound for pound as almost every receipe 
says. All that is necessary to make jelly 
is to strain the fruit before adding the
